of Scotch and English capital that it is a 
fact that three-fourths of the cattle inter- 
est of Texas, Colorado and Wyoming is 
now owned and controlled by it.

Chinese rebels who in 1001 invaded China 
and dethroned the old imperial family. 
J ~uring peace the men of thin caste are 
allowed to conduct any common business 
being forbidden only to leave their city 
without a permit from the commanding 
officer. 
The officers excel their men 


only in gymnastics. 
According to the 


Chinese notions, no man is fit to bo an 
officer unless he is an athlete. This armv 
numbers 210,000 men; of these over one? 
ialf are stationed in Pekin, and tbe rest 
m a few large provincial cities 
This 


military caste can by no means be re- 
garded as a regular army. 


The second or provincial army is called 


to be 'le A.™y of the Great Banner. 
Each of 


the eighteen provinces of the en.pire is 
obliged by law to keep a certain number 
of soldiers, and their aggregate, accord- 
ing to the official statistics, is 650,100 
men. 
There are 80 generals, and over 
officers. 
The provincial array is 


composed chiefly of mercenaries, while 
the majority of the officers are of the 
military estate. These two arm ies,amojnt- 
inp to 700,000 men, are all the force the 
Celestial Lmpire has to rely on in case of 
war. 


The Imperial 
Guard, aboutJS.OOO 


strong, is the flower of the urm^Bf the 
Guard Infantry, 5,200 men arlPprovided 
with muzzle loaders, presented by the 
Czar of Russia; the rest are armed with 
flint guns, lances and shields. Half of 
the cavalry, about 2,000 men, are armed 
with Chassepot rifles. The artillery has 
thirty-two bronze guns, bought in Russia, 
and a few mortars. There are 1,750 ed- 
ucated artillerymen.

loading rifles and Krupp steel cannons. 
According to German writers, up to 1878

It is obvious, then, that in China there 
re only about 120,000 men properly 
rmed and drilled ; while the rest of the 
oldiers can be regarded only as undisci- 
lined and unarmed reserves. As to gun- 
^owder and arms the Chjnamen uooarentlv 
"here are eight excellent arsenals,directed 
hicfly by Englishmen. The arsenal of 
'ian-Zin, for instance, turns out daily 
,600 pounds of powder. 
At the arsenals 


f Nankin and Shanghai tlie American 
uiis of Remington and Spencer are inan- 
factured. At the Fu-tcheu-fuarsenal sub- 
arine mines are prepared. 
At the Lan- 


cheu-su arsenal cartridges and arms are 
liinufnetured. 
The forts are found at the mouths of 
10 great rivers Si kiangt Mm and Yang- 
c-kiang, to protect the greit cities, 


Canton, I'ti-tcheu, and Shanghai. In the 
iiiUinir of the country all the lirge cities 
are also de end^-d by forts 
The capitil 


city of 1'ekin is, of course, the most 
strongly protected. 
It is defended by 


Fort Diku, amply provided with Krupp 
c unions, and ia surrounded by stone walls 
from forty to seventy feet thick, and 
about forty feel high. Nine gates lead 
to the city, and these are defended by 
cannons mounted in the numerous towers. 


China has three separate fleets. The 


Canton fleet comprises twelve gunboats, 
of which nine were made in England and 
are in charge of Ejglish officers. 
The 


Pu-kiang fleet is composed of six gun- 
boats and a few transport vessels , these 
were made at Fu-tcheu under the super- 
vision of Frenchmen. This fleet is in 
excellent order, and is in charge of China- 
Mien. 
The Shanghai fleet is composed of 


nine gunboats, two frigates and several 
transport vessels. 
All of these were 


made by the Chinamen themselves, and 
are rather insignificant. 
Uecently China 


has got from England eight ironclads, 
armed with guns of the largest calibre. 


The strongest and most effective part 


of the Chinese fleet is made up of thir- 
teen small gunboats, named after tbe 
letters of the Greek alphabet, of 1,350 
tons displacement. 
They are built of 


steel, and ore propelled by twin screws 
driven by compound engines of, together, 
2,GOO indicated horse-power. 
They each 


carry two 2(i ton 10-inch breach-loading 
guns, mounted upon centre pivots, one 
forward and one aft. 
Each of these 


heavy guns commands a nearly all-round 
fire. Thecharge of the gun is 180 pounds 
of powder, the weight of projectile 400 
pounds, and the penetrative power equal 
to piercing eighteen inches of solid, un- 
backed iron plate. 
They carry besides 


in each four 40-pounder breach loading 
guns, two 9-pounder breech loading guns, 
two Nordenfeldts and four Gatlings, and, 
furthermore, two steam cutters fitted with 
spar torpedoes.

The moral effect of this act is to put 


the Governor squarely on the side of the 
salary grabbers. In itself the veto is im- 
potent for any immediate end. It is sim- 
ply a declaratory issue with a declaratory 
resolution. All the practical action is to 
come hereafter. 
The matter of pay 


hangs on legislation : there can be no 
pay without an appropriation bill, and 
the Senate at least has committed itself 
against any bill which shall provide pay 
beyond the 10th of September. All the 
same the veto shows where the Governor 
stands, and he places himself with the 
salary grabbers. 
He had, indeed, nothing 


else to do unless he was completely to 
abandon his insensate policy. He could 
not ask the ten-dollar legislators to pro- 
long their pitiful farce, and at the same 
time declare himself against paying them. 
If he insisted that it was right to go on 
without restriction, he must equally in- 
sist that it was right to pay on without 
limit. His whole policy as to the extra 
session has been a monumental bUinder, 
and this act of arraying himself with the 
salary grabbers is its natural cap stono 


The reasons by which the Governor at- 


tempts to justify his veto are trivial and 
flimsy. 
His argument that the resolu- 


tion violates the constitutional provision 
for the separate organization of the two 
Houses is little short of ludicrous. Nei- 
ther House pretends to instruct the com- 
mittees of the other. 
The resolution 


was the concurrent action of both House?, 
and all legislation comes in the same 
way. Nor is there much more force in 
the second objection, that the proposi- 
tion contravenes the principle that the 
p\y of public officers shall not be re- 
duced during their term. The Legisla- 
ture must pass the appropriation bill pro- 
viding for its own pay ; and if it chooses 
to provide for its own pay only to a par- 
ticular day, who shall question it' The 
Governor has not another reason to give, 
and the poverty of his argument betrays 
the utter weakness of his cause. 


It was expected 
that the Governor 


would seize the opportunity to lecture the 
Legislature on the subject of apportion- 
ment, and the lecture is as unwarranted 
in its assertions as his position is falsa in 
character. He assumes that the House 
seeks an agreement and that the Senate 
is the only obstacle. Every intelligent 
true. The Senate has" frankly and hdn- 
cstly declared precisely what it would do; 
it has passed bills which are fair and 
just; and the State can have an appor- 
tionment to-morrow if the House chooses 
to accept them. The Governor's treat- 
ment of the question is disingenous and 
un.voithy.

TO BDRY OR TO BtJKHT 


The practice of burning the bodies of 


dead persons instead of burying them in 
the earth, which was universal during the 
classic ages of Greece and Rome, has 
been revived in all the great centres of 
population, in Europe and America of 
late years with much more success and to 
a much greater extent than has been gen- 
erally supposed. It appears by a recent 
publication on this subject that, after all 
the great battles in the last terrible war 
between France and Germany, the bodies 
of the slain soldiers had to be collected 
together and burned in order to prevent 
the spread of pestilential diseases among 
the people of the neighboring regions. 
This is said also to have been done, as a 
matter of necessity, at most of the great 
battles fought in Europe during the Nap- 
oleonic era. 
But when recently a move- 


ment was made in the French National 
Assembly for leave to bring in a bill au- 
thorizing the general establishment of fur- 
naces for the cremation of the dead, the 
leave was refused. 


This shows the tenacity of the popular 


prejudice against the practice all over 
Christendom, for there can be no doubt 
that the practice of burying the dead has 
become firmly imbedded in the minds of 
the people of all Christian nations as a 
part of religion itself, although in point 
of fact the revived practice, which was 
begun in the Roman catacombs during 
the persecution of the Christians in that 
empire, was really borrowed from 
the 


ancient Egyptians, who faithfully pre- 
served the bodies of their dead by the 
process of embalming. But aside entire- 
ly from the religious aspect of the ques- 
tion, the practice of cremation appears to 
be firmly in favor very generally among 
scientists, as affording the only true safe- 
guard against the spread of infectious 
diseases during the prevalance of great 
pestilences.

in cemeteries, where large numbers of 
persons who had died of yellow-fever had 
been interred, and the consequence was 
seen in the fact that the animals took the 
fever and died of it.
